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PEDAL power has 
helped a blind 
cyclist to raise 
more than £4,000 
for Guide Dogs 
Cymru. 

Keith Barrett, from 
Corntown, took part 
in a sponsored ride 
from Paris to Swansea 
on a tandem piloted by 
Andy Harries, a fellow 
member of the 
Ogmore Valley 
Wheelers Cycling 
Club. 

The pair arrived in 
Swansea on Sunday 
evening, to an 
enthusiastic welcome 
from Keith’s biggest 
fan - guide dog Lena. 

Keith, a piano tuner, 
enjoyed the four-day 
event, which involved 
cyclists of varying 
abilities. 

He said: “We were 
split into groups, and 
placed among the 
fastest and most 
experienced riders. It 
wasn’t just about the 
cycling - socially it 
was very active, too. 

“We got to know the 
people we were riding 
with, and there was 
lots of banter. The big 
saying was, ‘OK, rev it 
up!’. It was a group 
effort to get everyone 
home. 

“French roads are 
lovely to cycle on. In 
the UK, drivers shout 
at you and cut you up 
at roundabouts, but in 
France, there are a lot 
of rural roads. 

“They give you lots 
of room and are more 
cycle-friendly. I think 
they are more of a 
cycling nation.” 

The ride has raised 
£4,300 for Guide Dogs 
Cymru, with the 


promise of more 
sponsorship to come. 
Keith’s target is 
£5,000, enough to train 
and name a guide dog 
puppy. 

“I’ve been blind 
since I was a baby and 
Guide Dogs changed 
my life,” he said. “The 
service receives no 
Government funding, 
and I just want to give 
something back. 

“I was thinking the 
name Wheeler would 
be a good choice. I 
want to involve the 
cycling club, because 
none of this would 
have been possible 
without them, 
especially Andy.” 

He said the 320-mile 
ride had whetted his 


appetite for another 
fundraising challenge 
in the future. 

“Monday morning 
felt a bit flat because 
we’d been pushing 
along in top gear for 
four days, and 
suddenly I was 
wondering what to do 
with myself,” he said. 

“But I’ll soon be 
back on the tandem. I 
need new front brake 
pads ready for a 10- 
mile time trial later 
this week.”

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Bank holiday relief, but a dark cloud was 
gathering over Gallipoli iporthcawl, august 1915 ) 


D espite the 

inclement 
weather, the 
summer Bank 
Holiday, on 
Monday, August 2, 
1915, proved to be 
a success. 

Boarding houses, 
hotels and furnished 
dwellings were all full. 
The large numbers of 
visitors were notably 
women and children, as 
it was stated, “many of 
whom, no doubt, with 
husbands, fathers or sons 
fighting for their King 
and country”. 

Sunday school parties 
from the south Wales 
valleys descended on the 
town and the 
Williamstown Male 
Voice Choir performed 
an evening concert at the 
Esplanade, in aid of the 
Belgian Refugee Fund. 
The August Bank 
Holiday was not to 
change to the last 
Monday of the month 
until 1971. 

The following 
Monday, August 9, the 
53rd (Welsh) Division 
landed at Suvla Bay on 
the Gallipoli Peninsula, 
having sailed from 
Alexandria aboard the 
newly-named HS 
Huntsgreen; which had 
previously been the 
Defflinger, an 
impounded German 
merchant vessel. 

The division was 
made up of the 5th, 6th, 
7th Battalions (TF) 

Royal Welsh Fusiliers 
and the 4th/5th 
Battalions (TF) Welsh 


1904; a son, Thomas 
Douglas Rees Osborne, 
was born two years later. 
The family moved to 
Cardiff before 1911, 
where Harry continued 
in his occupation, but as 
a keen shot he also 
represented Wales in 
international shooting 
contests. 

At the outbreak of 
war, he joined the 5th 
Battalion (TF) Welsh 
Regiment at Pontypridd. 
The 4th Battalion raised 
at Carmarthen and the 
5th Battalion were the 
first Welsh Territorial 
Force Battalions formed 
in August 1914. 

On August 9, 1915, 
Harry’s 5th battalion 
landed on ‘C Beach’ 
Suvla Bay, where they 
were immediately 
ordered to advance on a 
Turkish trench. Harry 
was one of 85 per cent 
of the 53rd Welsh 
Division who perished 
during the whole 
campaign. 

The casualty roll 
states his death was 
accepted on or after 
10.8.15. He is 
remembered on the 
Helles Memorial, Turkey 
and on the 5th Battalion 
Memorial on Pontypridd 
Common. 

Harry’s association 
with Porthcawl is 
through his wife’s 
family. Harry’s wife, 
who was the niece of 
Major William 
Dowdeswell, moved to 
Porthcawl prior to his 
death and lived at 15 
Park Avenue. Florence 
remained in Porthcawl 
for the rest of her life. 


Regiment. The divisional , . incc

General the Honourable 


John Edward Findley, 
had little experience of 
battlefield command 
and, on seeing the 
overcrowding and chaos 
on the beach, and 
recognising the enormity 
of the task under 
constant sniper fire, 
abdicated responsibility. 

Fellow Commander 
Stopford of the 54th 
Division, immediately 
engaged his men in 
building shelters for 
himself and his staff, 
while his constant 
reference to the men as 
“sucked oranges”, did 
little for morale. 

In all, the plan 
devised by Commander- 
in-Chief of the 
Mediterranean 
Expeditionary Force, 
General Sir Ian Monteith 
Hamilton was a failure. 
Indecisive action, and 
the hopelessness of the 
mission resulted in the 
deaths of many men. 

One of those men was 
Fieutenant Harry Edgar 
Osborne, 5th Battalion, 
Welsh Regt. Harry was 
one of six children bom 
in Nelson to George and 
Alice Osborne in 1879. 

Attaining a career as a 
land surveyor, Harry 
married Florence Rees in 



the war. In 1930, 
Colonel W Dowdeswell 
died and was buried at 
St John’s Church, 
Newton. It is interesting 
to note that cause of 
death was attributed to 
his time in Gallipoli. 

Eventually, on 
December 11, the 
4th/5th Composite was 
the first unit to be 
evacuated from the 
peninsula. The 
evacuation was forced 
by a combination of 
combat, disease and 


parcels suspected of 
carrying alcohol would 
be opened and the 
contents poured onto the 
ground. 

In Porthcawl, the 
main event of the month 
was ‘Russian Flag Day’. 
“We have had flag days 
for practically all the 
Allies except Russia.” 
(Porthcawl News, 
August 19,1915). The 
empathy felt with the 
Russian people, in their 
sole struggle in the 
Eastern Front, 


harsh weather which saw manifested itself through 
the division reduced to collections all over 


she lived at 19, 
Esplanade Avenue. 

Major William 
Dowdeswell, also, from 
Pontypridd, served with 
the 5th Battalion at 
Gallipoli; as their 
commanding officer. 
Following the failed 
military advances of 
August, work and 
sickness filled the next 
months. 

Exacerbated by 
millions of flies, 
unburied corpses lying 
between opposing 
trenches and the 
confined space in which 
men and animals 
existed, this resulted in 
thousands of cases of 
dysentery and diarrhoea. 

Early in October, the 
numbers in the 4th and 
5th Welsh had fallen so 
low that the two 
Battalions were 
amalgamated into one, 
called the 4th/5th Welsh 
Composite, under 
command of Major HH 
Southey of the 5th 
Welsh, Major 
Dowdeswell having been 
invalided home, on 
October 7, suffering with 
chronic dysentery. 

Home eventually 
became Southcove, The 
Esplanade, Porthcawl, to 
where he and his family 
moved a few years after 


just 162 officers and 
2,428 men, 
approximately 15 per 
cent of its former 
strength. 

Although Gallipoli 
and the Western Front 
tended to be recognised 
as the prime theatres of 
war, a letter home from 
Corporal Curwen Fewis, 
Pretorian Regiment, 
South Africa, reminds us 
that it was a World War. 

Writing to his mother 
in John Street, 
Porthcawl, he describes 
the surrender of the 
Germans in South West 
Africa - Namibia today. 

Curwen had left 
Porthcawl in 1898, when 
he joined the Grenadier 
Guards to fight in the 
Boer War. Afterwards, 
he remained in South 
Africa, working for the 
Pretorian police force. 

In 1914, he joined the 
regiment under the 
command of General 
Fouis Botha, an 
Afrikaaner, who was to 
become the first Prime 
Minister of the Union of 
South Africa. Curwen 
was to become one of 
many South African 
soldiers killed at 
‘Delville Wood’, The 
Somme, in 1916. 

On the home front, 
the Army Post Office 
was advising that 
parcels, sent out to 
soldiers serving in the 
Mediterranean, needed 
to be small and covered 
in linen or calico, due to 
the heat. Also, that any 


“Wales and 

Monmouthshire, to aid 
their wounded through 
the medium of the 
Russian Red Cross 
Society”. (Porthcawl 
News, August 19, 1915.) 
Porthcawl’s Flag Day 
was held on August 28, 
during which a 
creditable £60 was 
raised. 

“Never was there an 
Ally so loyal, more 
courageous or devoted.” 
(Porthcawl News, 

August 19,1915). It is 
interesting to note that 
within two years Russia 
would experience a 
revolution and withdraw 
from the war. 

Finally, Porthcawl 
Urban District Council’s 
pride at the construction 
of the new railway 
station at the bottom of 
Dock Street was 
irritatingly marred, 
through the unwanted 
presence of Mr HB 
Comley’s pigs. 

Having been asked to 
remove them from the 
area, he replied: 

“I will remove them 
to the ‘Mercies’ when 
suitable buildings can be 
erected, but owing to the 
scarcity of labour, I 
cannot promise you a 
definite date.” 

(Porthcawl News, 

August 26, 1915). 

The new station was 
opened in March 1916. 
Was the delay due to Mr 
Comley’s pigs?

THE British Film 
Institute (BFI) has 
released a film 
from its archive 
about Porthcawl - 
dating back to 
1920! 

The film records 
events in the town, and 
a spokeswoman for the 
BFI told The GEM 
about its contents. 

She said: “Picnics 
and parades in 
Porthcawl. The 6th 
Battalion of The Welch 
Regiment march along 
the front and the 
carnival wends its 
merry way, with 
accompaniment from 
the Ynyshir ‘Savoy 
Cabbage Comic Band’, 
advertised as 
‘Murderers of Music, 
Manufacturers of 
Noise’.” 

The film shows the 
Merrett family 
picnicking at Sker 
Point, playing cricket 
and putting life and 
limb in jeopardy by 
taking rides down a 
derelict railed slope on 
an old wagon. 

The film comes from 
the Merrett Gridley 
Archive.

Merrett died at home in 
Dinas Powys in 1959, 
having started work in 
the coal industry in 
1899 as a 13-year-old 
clerk for Cory Brothers. 

He rose to become 
chair of Powell Duffryn 
Ltd, serving as High 
Sheriff of Glamorgan, 
president of Glamorgan 
County Cricket Club, 
and life president of 
Cardiff City AFC. 

In 1932 he published 
I Fight for Coal, 
dedicated to his first 
employer, John Cory, 
“pioneer in the planned 
production and 
overseas distribution of 
Welsh coal”. 

The British Coal 
Exporters Federation 
responded furiously 
with a publication 
entitled We Fight for 
Facts. Merrett’s eldest 
daughter, Joan, married 
John Crandon Gridley 
(National Coal Board, 
Mobil Oil Company, 
Powell Duffryn). 

The National Screen 
and Sound Archive of 
Wales works with the 
BFI to preserve the 
sound and moving 


Porthcawl harbour. 

image heritage of 
Wales, making it 
accessible to a wide 
range of users for 
enjoyment and 
learning. 

Its film collection 
reflects every aspect of 
the nation’s social, 
cultural and working 
life across the 20th 
century, giving a 
fascinating insight into 
Welsh filmmaking, both 
amateur and 
professional. 

The spokeswoman 
said: “The BFI’s film 
archives have gone 
digital. Unseen films 
from right across the 
UK are now online for 
the public to enjoy.

MORE than 1,000 
people attended the 
recent Ewenny 
medieval fayre on 
the Archery Field 
in the grounds of 
Ewenny Priory 
House (by 
permission of 
Jeremy Picton- 
Turberville). 

The event was part of 
the celebrations for 
Ewenny 900 - marking 
900 years since the 
foundation of the Priory 
Church at Ewenny.

“You supplied cannabis 
for eight to 10 weeks, 
selling small amounts to 
other drug users. You 
were funding your own 
habit.” 

The Recorder pointed 
out that Duggan had 
recently contacted a 
drugs counselling 
organisation. 

Prosecutor Tony 
Trigg said Duggan was 
driving in the Bridgend 
area and was stopped by 
the police for a traffic 
violation. 

He admitted to 
officers that he used 
cannabis, and in the 
vehicle they found a 
plastic box containing 
one ‘deal’ of the drug, 
scales, and £60 in cash. 

Duggan later gave a 
“no comment” 

interview. 

Mr Trigg said 
Duggan’s mobile phone 
was examined, and 
revealed “beyond 
question” that he was 
dealing in cannabis. 

There were 17 
messages from different 
people involving drug 
purchasing deals worth 
£10 to £20 a time. 

Duggan’s solicitor, 
Rhodri Chudleigh said 
Duggan took home 
earnings of up to £350 a 
week. 

He said he’d had a 
cannabis problem for 
some time, but was now 
intent on stopping 
taking the drug. 

“He is normally in 
gainful employment, 
and if he went into 
custody he would lose 
his job. He is at low 
risk of reoffending. 

“These matters have 
been hanging over him 
for some months and 
made him anxious”. 

Duggan denied a 
charge of offering to 
supply cocaine. His plea 
was accepted and no 
evidence was offered 
against him.

COWBRIDGE 
people can save the 
livestock market 
and add 

significantly to the 
economic life of the 
town by putting 
their hands in their 
pockets and 

investing in a new 
action plan, writes 
PHILIP IRWIN. 

The action group set 
up to save the 200-year- 
old livestock market in 
Cowbridge has unveiled 
its plans to regenerate the 
area, and selling 
community bonds in the 
scheme is key to its 
success. 

The Vale Market 
Community Enterprise 
(VMCE) together with 
Cowbridge-based 
architect Elio Leo has 
developed a master plan 
to breathe new life into 
the historic market. 

The plan has the Vale 
Council’s backing and 
will be named the 
Cowbridge Market 
Quarter,. 

Newly-surfaced car 
parking areas are planned 
and the scheme includes 
“the development of a 
limited number of 
residential apartments”. 

The current livestock 


market, run by 
Cowbridge Marts 

(Herbert R Thomas and 
Watts and Morgan), will 
be given a facelift and 
will continue to operate 
on a weekly basis. 

At the heart of the 
scheme will be a market 
hall, called The 
Exchange. This will be a 
social enterprise 

developed by the 
community, for the 
community. 

A VMCE 
spokeswoman said: “The 
Exchange will provide a 
21st century marketplace 
for rural produce, crafts 
and services with space 
for a handful of resident 
enterprises, a community 
cafe serving local 
produce and an open, yet 
undercover, venue for 
events, festivals, 

farmers’ markets, vintage 
fay res and flea and 
antique markets”. 

Mandy Davies, chair 
of VMCE, said: 
“Cowbridge has been a 
market town for many 
hundreds of years. It is 
the only market town in 
the Vale that still has a 
weekly livestock market 
and its history and 
heritage is an essential 
part of Vale life. 

“We have been 
working hard for the last 


two years to develop a 
sustainable solution for 
the site that would retain 
the livestock market, 
which is fundamental to 
the success of our local 
farming community. 

“Working with the 
FUW, Cowbridge Town 
Council, the Vale 
Council and a host of 
other local organisations, 
we have developed plans 
for a sustainable 
community resource. 

“The creation of the 
Market Quarter is set to 
benefit everyone, not just 
the farming community. 
It will allow us to raise 
the profile of Cowbridge 
as a destination for day 
visitors, boosting footfall 
and increasing spend in 
support of our local 
businesses. 

“It will increase 
parking facilities in the 
town, provide a space for 
community enterprises 
and start-ups to showcase 
their products, and 
provide a versatile venue 
for activities, festivals 
and fayres.” 

Now that the project 
has been given the green 
light by the council, the 
VMCE is embarking on a 
fundraising exercise so 
that work can start on this 
exciting scheme.

grants from organisations 
including the Big Lottery 
Fund and at the Vale of 
Glamorgan Agricultural 
Show, it is launching a 
Community Bond 
Scheme.

GP SURGERY CLOSURE: 


Care will 
patients 

PATIENTS registered with a 
GP surgery in Maesteg have 
been assured that care will 
continue uninterrupted when 
the surgery closes this autumn. 

Despite extensive efforts, ABMU 
Health Board says it has been unable to 
find anyone to take over the contract 
for Nantyffyllon Surgery. 

It was run by a sole GP who retired 
in November, 2012, after which the 
health board managed it on a 
temporary basis. 

Earlier this year, the board sought 
expressions of interest from GPs 
across Bridgend, Neath Port Talbot and 
Swansea to take over the contract. 

ABMU’s Bridgend Locality 
Director Hilary Dover said this week: 
“Unfortunately this was unsuccessful 
and no GPs applied. To ensure the 
future of general medical services for 
the surgery’s patients, the health board 
has discussed with the three 
neighbouring practices the patient list 
being moved to their services. 

“This will result in the closure of 
Nantyffyllon Surgery on October 1. 
Letters have been sent out, explaining 
the situation to patients. 

“They will not have to do anything, 
as the health board will register them 
with Bron-y-Garn, Llynfi or 
Woodlands surgeries, depending on 
where they live. 

“During September they will be sent 
a letter confirming their new practice 


continue,

and giving contact details. However, 
they will continue to attend 
Nantyffyllon Surgery as normal until 
October 1.” 

Practice staff will remain employees 
of ABMU and will be given new jobs 
within the health board. 

The three GPs currently providing 
services for the 2,500 patients 
registered with Nantyffyllon Surgery 
will provide additional sessions at the 
three practices for several months to 
help with the handover of care. 

The health board has organised two 
drop-in events at Nantyffyllon Library 
for patients with any questions or 
concerns this Thursday, August 6, and 
August 11, both from 9am - noon and 
3pm - 6pm. 

Alternatively, people can call the 
health board on 01656 753807 or email 
ABM .NantyffyllonSurgery @ wales .nhs. 
uk. 

Ms Dover said: “People have a 
choice to register with any practice 
within their local area. However, the 
process of the health board registering 
them with a practice will ensure a 
smooth handover of their care. 

“It will also provide time for the GP 
practices to make the necessary 
changes to allow an increase in their 
patient list size. 

“We would ask patients to wait until 
October 1 to re-register elsewhere if 
they do not wish to remain with their 
new practice.”

The report has this to 
say: Cowbridge Cattle 
Market - this site 
together with the 
adjacent public 

convenience, scout hall 
and property let to an 
amateur dramatics group 
represents a valuable 
residential development 
opportunity. 

We are aware of the 
proposals put forward by 
the Vale Market Action 
Group for a mixed use 


development 
incorporating a livestock 
market, and the position 
of the Vale Council in 
this regard. 

We have some 
reservations regarding 
the viability of this 
proposal as currently 
envisaged and subject to 
the outcome of the 
existing arrangement, we 
would strongly 

recommend that this site 
be considered for a 
comprehensive 
residential development 
which may include an 
element of retirement 
living accommodation - 
as this is likely to realise 
the maximum value. 

In the meantime, the 
adjacent assets (the scout 
hall and Market Theatre) 
should be retained so as 
not to prejudice any 
plans for future 
development that might 
include these assets. The 
public convenience is 
derelict and should be 
demolished if budget 
allows.

Tory AM hits at 
ambulance times 


A WELSH 

Conservative 
regional AM, Dr 
Altaf Hussain, has 
hit out at the Welsh 
Government’s 
decision to scrap 
ambulance response 
targets in Wales. 

The former consultant 
orthopaedic surgeon, 
who spent nearly 20 
years working in the 
NHS in Wales, said: 
“Targets have not been 
met for 20 months and I 
am appalled that the 
apparent solution of the 
Welsh Government is to 
scrap time-based targets 
altogether. This simply 
means less accountability 
to the public. 

“I’m afraid this is 
another case where 
outstanding front-line 
staff are being hindered 
in their task by 
disgraceful management. 
Urgent response targets 
have been consistently 


missed. When nearly 
one in 10 ambulances in 
Bridgend takes over 20 
minutes to arrive and 
with around one in 15 
taking over 45 minutes, I 
can see why they might 
want to suppress this 
information. It sickens 
me. 

“Too many 

ambulances are stuck 
waiting outside hospitals. 
This is a consequence of 
poor management. For 
example, we find 
ourselves with hospital 
porters in the wrong 
places at the wrong 
times. 

“The solution to poor 
management is not more 
management - yet 
ABMU Health Board 
takes it upon itself to 
recruit a new layer of 12 
senior managers, each at 
salaries of over £100k. 

“In the meantime, over 
6,500 patients languish 
on waiting lists and staff 
morale is extremely 
low,” he added.

‘On the road again ’ — fundraiser for Simon 
sees the Paralympian back on two wheels

THE organisers of 
a cycling 

fundraiser hosted 
at the Blacksmiths 
Arms, Llanmaes 
for Paralympic 
champion Simon 
Richardson were 
thrilled with a 
turnout of 80 
people last 
Saturday, August 1. 

Miguel Sutcliffe, one 
of the organisers of the 
#cycleforsimon 
campaign, told The 
GEM: “We were 
expecting maybe 20 
riders, but to our 
surprise 80 people 
turned up. There were 
even some cyclists who 
were doing their own 
thing on the day, and 
tagged along as well and 
got involved.” 

Fundraisers wanted to 
help Simon’s recovery 
from a serious accident 
by providing him with a 
treadmill and weights 
machine. 

Simon, a double gold 
medallist, suffered 
multiple injuries in 2011 
when he was knocked 
off his bike on the A48 
during his preparations 
for the London 
Paralympics. He 
suffered injuries to the 
back, sternum, his legs, 
pelvis - along with a 
collapsed lung. At the 
time he was put in an 
induced coma. 

The fundraiser was 
the first time Simon had 
been able to ride on two

wheels since the 
accident - courtesy of a 
modified bike. 

Miguel said: “Simon 
had surgery on his back 
and the modified bike 
allowed him to maintain 
an upright posture. He 
managed to cycle 15 
kilometres.” 

Simon had been 
worried about pushing 
off at the beginning of 
the ride, his balance 
during it, and stopping, 
but on all three counts 
he managed. 

Any funds in excess 
of the cost of the 
equipment for Simon’s 
rehabilitation, will go to 
Wales Air Ambulance 
which airlifted him from 
the scene of his accident 
four years ago. 

The cyclists were not 
just locals as Miguel 
explained: “People came 
from Fishguard and 
Llanelli to the west, 
Birmingham, to the 
north, and Dorset.” 

Darren Kenny, 
Simon’s fellow 
Paralympian from 2008 
in Beijing, also attended 
the event to offer his 
support. Welsh-born 
athlete Kate Strong, 
who represents Australia 
and won the World 
Ironman title, also took 
part. 

There was a choice of 
routes - one of 60km 
which went to 
Southerndown, and a 
36km one which turned 
back at Colwinston. 

When people returned 
to the Blacksmiths 
Arms, a barbecue was 
held, and proceeds of 
that went towards the 
fundraising total. 

Miguel said: “On the 
day we raised £950 - 
and the total so far is 
£2,100 due to the 
additional donations 
sent to the pub. We want 
to thank everyone who 
participated or who has 
sent a donation.” 

Presentations of 
cheques will be made to 
Simon and Wales Air 
Ambulance in the near 
future.

HUGH JAMES 
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Lifeboat rescue drama 
as vessel runs aground 


AT 11.30am on 
Friday, July 31 both 
Porthcawl RNLI 
lifeboats Rose of the 
Shires and Jean 
Ryall raced to the 
rescue of a crew of a 
30-foot motor 
cruiser Alcedo 
Atthis, that had run 
aground on the 
dangerous Tusker 
Rock, two miles off 
Newton Point, 
Porthcawl. 

When they arrived at 
the lifeboat station, they 
could see the vessel 
leaning to one side in 
very shallow water on 
the edge of Tusker Rock. 
The crew on board the 
motor cruiser were in a 
very dangerous situation, 
as if the boat leaned over 
too far there was a 
possibility that they 
could be trapped in the 
boat. 

The two volunteer 
crews from Porthcawl 
RNLI launched 

immediately, and made 
their way to the stricken 
vessel. 

Once they were 
alongside, RNLI 

volunteer helmsman 
Ross Purchase put one of 
his crew on board to 
assist the two owners of 
the boat onto the lifeboat. 
They were then taken to 
the safety of the lifeboat 
station at Porthcawl, 
where they were able to 
rest until their boat could 
be refloated. 

Helmsman Ross 
Purchase said: “It was 
our priority to get the two 
owners of the motor 
cruiser off their boat and 
into safety. Once they 
were taken ashore, I got 
to work securing the boat 
in its position ready for 
when the tide turned and 
we could refloat it.” 

Once the tide did turn, 
Porthcawl RNLI D Class 
Jean Ryall re-launched 
along with the Mumbles 
lifeboat, and together put

The ones 
that have done over the 
last 50 years have usually 
resulted in serious injury 
to the crew, and the boats 
usually break up on the 
rocks. 

“Thanks to the good 
weather we had today, 
the volunteer RNLI 
crews from Porthcawl 
and Mumbles were able 
to save both the crew and 
the boat itself.” 

Bill and Hazel, the 
crew of the Alcedo Atthis 
said: “We were on our 
way from Cardiff to 
Swansea when we ran 
aground on Tusker Rock. 
We are very thankful for 
the speed the RNLI 
crews got to us, and the 
effective way they came 
to our aid and saved us 
and our boat. The work 
these volunteers do is 
fantastic and we thank 
them greatly.”

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Local residents are 
unhappy at St Bride’s 
Major housing plan 


A NUMBER of 
villagers in St 
Bride’s Major are 
planning to oppose 
a plan by Newydd 
Housing 
Association to 
build 19 homes on 
a plot of land next 
to their homes. 

Newydd’s scheme is 
planned for a plot of 
land on the main road 
through St Bride’s 
Major, known locally 
as ‘the paddock’ and 
the angry residents are 
quoting a long list of 
reasons why the plan is 
unsuitable. 

A spokesman said: 
“The plot of land is not 
that big; in the past 
there have been 
suggestions that four or 
five homes could go 
there, but to squeeze 
19 on is way too 
much.” 

Newydd are 
envisaging a mix of 
properties, from one 
four-bedroomed house, 
to six one-bed flats. 

The remainder will be 
a mix of two and three- 
bedroom properties. 

The spokesman said: 


“The only way to get 
19 dwellings in that 
space has been to build 
upwards, with the 
result that the plans 
show buildings that are 
much higher than the 
neighbouring ones.” 

The residents’ 
objections do not end 
there. The existing 
properties have to exit 
onto the main road 
with very poor 
visibility, due to being 
close to a sharp bend. 

If the Newydd 
properties get the go- 
ahead, it will mean a 
second exit onto the 
main road will be 
created, perhaps 30 
yards further down, 
and still with poor 
visibility. 

The residents are 
also unhappy that, even 
in the most recent Vale 
Council Local 
Development Plan 
(LDP), the paddock is 
not listed for 
residential housing use. 

It is also in the St 
Bride’s Major 
conservation area and, 
say the residents, the 
conservation area plan 
includes the line:

“Development which 
impacts in a 
detrimental way upon 
the immediate setting 
of the conservation 
area will be resisted”. 

Paul Roberts, the 
chief executive of 
Newydd Housing 
Association said: 

“The need for 
affordable homes in 
rural areas across the 
Vale is great, as 
evidenced in the Local 
Development Plan for 
the county. 

“Our proposed 
development in St 
Bride’s Major, if 
approved by the Vale 
Council planning 
committee, will 
provide 19 much- 
needed affordable 
homes for local people. 

“A local lettings 
policy will be written 
in partnership with St 
Bride’s Community 
Council and the Vale 
Council to ensure these 
high quality new 
homes will be available 


to people in the local 
area, people who work 
in the vicinity or to 
those with a local 
connection and looking 
to move back into the 
area. 

“This is to ensure 
the sustainability of the 
rural community by 
providing affordable 
homes to local people 
who may otherwise 
need to move away. 

“A drop-in public 
consultation event was 
recently held at the Fox 
and Hounds public 
house in St Bride’s 
Major. 

“Local residents 
were able to view 
proposals and share 
their views with 
Newydd staff and 
planning consultants. 

“Subsequently, we 
have modified our 
plans according to the 
needs of the local 
community, by 
listening to those who 
attended the event and 
individuals who have 
got in touch with us 
since. 

“Concerns were 
raised regarding the 
height of the new 


homes, the 

landscaping, as well as 
the site layout which 
have since been 
modified prior to 
submission to the 
planning committee. 
For further information 
on how our plans have 
modified according to 
residents’ views please 
contact us.

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Campaigner fears car park charges 
could damage local shopping areas 


A Vale campaigner has said it is essential 
that local shopping areas retain free 
parking areas to compete with the big 
supermarket chains. 

Paul Haley was responding to the announcement 
that charges are to be introduced in local car parks. 

Mr Haley, chairman of Pride in Barry, who 
successfully campaigned to bring regeneration funds 
to the town, said he believed a consultation should 
have taken place before the introduction of charges. 

Last week, the Vale Council announced charges 
would apply to certain car parks in the area - 
including three Barry car parks (150 spaces) and two 
car parks in Cowbridge (just under 200 spaces). 
Charges will start at £1 for two hours. Three hours 
will cost £1.60, and up to four hours will cost £2.20. 

But Mr Haley argued free parking evened up the 
competition between shopping areas and 
supermarket chains. 

“In my years with Barry Chamber of Trade in the 
90s and Pride In Barry for over a decade, I have 
always made a case that in order to compete with the 
likes of Morrisons, Tescos and now Asda, which all 
offer free car parking, Holton Road, High Street and 
Broad Street must have free parking. 

“In my recollection, this view has been stated to 
the Vale Council since around 1999. 


“It is a shame that the Barry Development Group 
was disbanded, which was where these proposals 
would have been aired to the chamber and traders so 
that early views would have been raised and, in this 
case, restated.” 

The Vale Council believes the pricing structure 
won’t discourage people who use shopping areas, 
and that this will stop people parking all day for 
nothing - effectively freeing up spaces. 

‘FRAGILE’ 

Mr Haley emphasised that local shopping areas 
needed to be nurtured. 

“Shopping at Holton Road is in a fragile state and 
it needs care that changes to free car parks at 
Thompson Street and Holton Rd, that were actually 
created by the Welsh Development Agency in the 
early part of Barry regeneration, don’t exacerbate the 
demise of local shops which serve nearby 
homeowners in Castleland.” 

Mr Haley said the announcement of charges 
raised a number of questions. 

“The Capita report behind this charging plan is 
dated 2013, so I wonder why it is only seeing the 
light of day now. 

“Furthermore, it is over 200 pages long so I would 
ask what the terms of reference are, how much it cost 
to produce, and why doesn't it list any consultees? 
Were there any? Were traders consulted? Certainly

none in Barry and Cowbridge have been consulted, 
which are strangely the only areas affected. 

“The report contains many council papers over 
the years about charging, but doesn’t show the 
objections that kicked each one into the long grass. 

“Interestingly, the council intends to establish a 
full-time post as car park charges manager from the 
revenue generated. 

“Each pay and display unit could cost in excess of 
£7,000 to site - and then £500 per year maintenance. 
There is no mention of potential fraud which should 
be assessed, as cash machines and cash collection 
are a vulnerable target.” 

Mr Haley said there were real fears it could hit 
local businesses in the Vale. 

“It is very divisive and unusual in not introducing 
a Vale-wide policy and to only pick on Barry and 


Cowbridge without consultation. At a meeting with 
Cowbridge Chamber of Trade this week, I heard 
their views on specific parking related issues, the 
reducing footfall of shoppers, high rents, and 
potential losses of independent shops. 

“Cowbridge hasn’t been consulted either, and the 
traders have concerns that the pricing structure will 
not work to alleviate the shortage of parking spaces 
and the desire to make customers the priority. 

“I am deeply opposed to this, as our local shops in 
Barry and Cowbridge need support and for our local 
authority to be encouraging trade and footfall, and 
not drive customers to large multiples with free car 
parks, or out-of town altogether.” 

Mr Haley said he wondered whether charging 
would be extended to on-street parking in the future, 
and encouraged local people to contact councillors, 
or the council leader, if they were opposed to charges 
in local shopping areas.

Mission: Impossible 
franchise with Rogue 
Nation. 

Cruise’s Ethan Hunt, 
and his team of IMF 
agents (among them 
Jeremy Renner, Simon 
Pegg and a returning 
Ving Rhames) have to 
take down a shadowy 
group known as the 
Syndicate, led by Lane 
(Sean Harris) who are 
intent on destroying the 
IMF and causing global 
terror.

When a film opens 
up with a set-piece that

plentiful twists and 
turns, it makes for a 
hugely enjoyable 
blockbuster film. 

If it falls short 
perhaps of the series’ 
highpoint, JJ Abrams’ 
Mission: Impossible III, 
what it does have is a 
greater sense of fun and 
escapism. The 
espionage genre has 
been a little dark in 
recent times, but Rogue 
Nation is intent on 
putting a degree of 
humour and levity into 
proceedings. 

The screenplay by 
director Christopher 
McQuarrie and Drew 
Pearce is certainly 
rooted in reality, but not 
afraid to throw the 
occasional wink or nod 
the audience’s way, 
whether it be characters 
asking how far Cruise’s 
Ethan Hunt can push 
himself (pretty far is the 
answer), or in set-pieces 
that push the laws of 
logic and realism, but 
are such great fun that it 
matters little. 

Incredibly, this is 
only McQuarrie’s third 
time in the director’s 
chair, having previously 
written the likes of The 
Usual Suspects and 
Edge of Tomorrow, but 
he directs with such 
cocksureness and 
confidence that you 
could never tell. 

A film like this is 
driven by spectacle, and 
McQuarrie shows a sure 
hand, whether it’s the 
opening plane sequence, 
an underwater heist or, 
in arguably the standout 
sequence, an opera-set 
assassination attempt 
that not only harks back 
to the first instalment’s 
director, Brian De 
Palma, in its balance of 
tension and high drama, 
but has the faint whiff 
of Hitchcock about it 
without being overly 


reverential. 

These films are 
vehicles for Tom Cruise, 
and, as ever, the actor 
does a good job; it’s 
hard to see where Hunt 
ends and Cruise begins, 
and while his 
character’s arc is 
underwhelming and 
familiar, he gives a 
blockbuster 
performance. Simon 
Pegg gets more to do 
than just comic relief 
this time round, which 
is a pleasure to see, 
while the likes of 
Jeremy Renner, Ving 
Rhames and Alec 
Baldwin make no wrong 
steps. 

The standout turn by 
far is Rebecca Ferguson 
as the mysterious Isla, 
the Swedish actress 
stealing the film from 
her more illustrious cast 
with a performance that 
is part femme fatale 
(another little nod to De 
Palma and Hitchcock) 
and part no-nonsense 
action star, a 
breakthrough turn from 
the Swedish actress who 
leaves you wanting 
more come the end. 

The only real mis¬ 
step from the film 
comes at the climax, the 
jaw-dropping action 
sequences that have 
gone before rendering 
the more low-key 
conclusion, and the 
reveal of Sean Harris’ 
villainous plans, 
something of a damp 
squib - yet, given the 
sumptuous feast we’ve 
been given before, the 
lack of a show-stopping 
climax isn’t felt that 
hard, with Rogue Nation 
making the art of good 
blockbuster filmmaking 
look anything but 
Impossible. 

VERDICT - Making 
the Impossible look 
easy, Mission: 
Impossible - Rogue 
Nation is a hugely 
thrilling slice of summer 
cinema. As ever, Cruise 
does the super-hero 
action role to a tee, but 
there’s shade and depth 
from the likes of Simon 
Pegg and Rebecca 
Ferguson’s stand-out to 
support him, coupled 
with some incredible 
set-pieces from 
Christopher 
McQuarrie’s strong 
direction. 

The mission for 
Cruise and company 
now, should they choose 
to accept it, is to try and 
top this! Highly 
recommended.

Barry Comprehensive School students accepted the challenge to care for some very demanding babies! 


THE G2E project (Guidance to 
Engagement, an alternative 
education programme within the 
Vale Youth Service) has been 
working with years 8, 9 and 10 
students at Barry Comprehensive 
School throughout the year. 

Recently, the students were given the 
opportunity to take a high tech 
RealCare® Baby3 simulator home. 
These infant simulators are very 
advanced and have wireless 
programming and reporting capabilities. 

RealCare Baby engages users by 


crying to be fed, burped, rocked or 
changed and then ‘coos’ when its needs 
have been met. The boys had to look 
after the ‘babies’ from Friday evening to 
Monday morning. 

After safely returning their ‘babies’, 
the boys wrote down their thoughts 
about the experience, here are a few of 
their responses: 

“It was very hard and I wouldn’t do it 
again.” 

“Never again, it was very hard.” 

“It was very hard, I wouldn’t do it 
again, but I think I did well.” 

A school spokesman said: “It is the 


first time the reality babies have been 
used with boys in the Vale and the Barry 
Comprehensive students rose to the 
challenge and did extremely well. 

“There were people who had their 
doubts if the boys could give the babies 
the same high level of care and attention 
that girls have in the past. 

“However, the boys were able to show 
a caring, responsible and paternal side 
and managed to not only match the care 
scores achieved by the girls, but some 
boys even surpassed the best scores 
achieved by them”.

Local family’s link 
with Suvla Bay 
Gallipoli disaster 


YOUR recent report on 
Gallipoli veteran, Private John 
James Thomas, prompts me to 
write that my father, Thomas 
Henry Berry, also fought at the 
Suvla Bay Landings, with 
Kitchener’s 10th Irish 
Division. 

He left the family home in 
Griffithstown, near Pontypool, as soon 
as war was declared in August 1914, 
and took ‘The King’s Shilling’ at 
Newport. 

He joined the Royal Artillery and 
was posted to an RA battery in Ireland, 
part of the 10th Irish Division. 

The Division was to be deployed at 
Gallipoli, and would be reviewed by 
King George V and Britain’s most 
famous soldier, Lord Kitchener, at 
Hackwood Park, Basingstoke, Hants, 
prior to embarkation. 

It was a special day for my father. 
He was given the honour of acting as 
divisional trumpeter, sounding the 
appropriate cavalry and other calls as 
His Majesty (the Queen’s 
grandfather), accompanied by Lord 
Kitchener, both on horseback, 
inspected the 8,000 soldiers on parade. 

My father, also on horseback, 
accompanied the Major-General, 
Commanding Officer of the Division. 
My father, many years later, told me 
what a colourful spectacle it was. 

Many of the regiments (all part of 
the British Army then, such as the 
Dublin Fusiliers, Inniskilling Fusiliers 
and Connaught Rangers, have long 
since disappeared). 

The Division very soon set sail for 
the Dardanelles and was in action at 
Suvla Bay. His experiences at 


Gallipoli are written in his diaries. 

There is also a splendid photograph 
of him on horseback prior to Gallipoli, 
taken the The Curragh barracks in 
Ireland. 

It was Winston Churchill who 
pressed the Government to proceed 
with the Dardanelles campaign, the 
object being for the Army to advance 
north through the peninsula and take 
Constantinople. 

It proved to be a failure, and 
Churchill’s reputation was only 
restored when he became Prime 
Minister during the Second World 
War. 

It fell to Lord Kitchener to visit 
Gallipoli, then report back to the 
Government that the campaign was 
doomed to fail and that the Army, as 
well as ANZAC forces, should be 
immediately evacuated. 

The withdrawal was brilliantly 
executed, without casualty, over 
several nights, without the Turkish 
trenches being aware. 

My father was one of the last to be 
evacuated. Being so weak with 
dysentery, he had to be hauled on 
board the waiting vessel in a 
fisherman’s net to receive immediate 
medical treatment from Australian 
Army doctors. 

However, his war was not over. He 
went on to serve in the Mesopotamia 
(Iraq) campaign until the Armistice in 
1918 when the Turkish army was 
finally defeated. 

It spelt the end of the Ottoman 
Empire and revenge for the Gallipoli 
disaster.

Charles Byrd exhibits 
rarely-seen paintings 


THERE will be an 
exhibition of the 
work of artist 
Charles Byrd in 
the Travellers 
Gallery, Barry, 
from Monday, 
August 10 to 
Saturday, 
September 18. 

The 98-year-old 
makes a welcome return 
to Barry: From the age 
of 10, he attended 
Romilly Road 
Elementary School and 
became a member of the 
famous Romilly Boys 
Choir.

Charles Byrd is well- 
known for his depiction 
of the streets, parks and 
backyards of his 
beloved Canton and for 
his portrayal of Cardiff 
docklands in the late 
50s and early 60s. 

This was recognised 
when the Welsh 
National Eisteddfod 
visited Cardiff in 2008. 

The special 
exhibition at ‘ Y Lie 
Celf ’, the Art Pavilion 
exhibited a number of 
his kinetic sculptures,

Welsh steeplechase 
rivals by brian lee 


T he Vale’s 
David Neale 
Doughty is 
today’s subject 

from Brian Lee’s 
out-of-print book 
Welsh Steeplechase 
Jockeys (Cwmnedd 
Press, 1993). 

David Neale Doughty, 
who hails from Kenfig 
Hill near Bridgend, is a 
graduate of the 
Llangeinor Hunt Pony 
Club. He often 
competed against his 
friend Paul Hamer, a 
former Welsh champion 
point-to-point rider, in 
local gymkhanas. 

Although Neale never 
rode in point-to-points, 
he had set his sights on a 
horse racing career at an 
early age. At the age of 
ten he would go 
knocking the doors of 
the houses in his village 
asking if he could ride 
the owners’ ponies. 

Afrer a while, his 
father bought him his 
own pony which he 
shared with two sisters, 
and from then on a 
career with horses was 
never in doubt, even 
though a doctor told him 


he would probably be 
too big to become a 
professional jockey. 

Born on October 20, 
1957, Neale quit his 
academic studies at the 
age of 17 to join Welsh 
trainer Fulke Walwyn at 
Lamboum. Then, after a 
period of time with Will 
Crawford and Bill 
Marshall, he was spotted 
by Cumbrian trainer 
Gordon Richards (no 
relation to Sir Gordon 
Richards) who wanted 
him as a successor to his 
stable jockey Ron Barry. 

And it was riding for 
Gordon Richards that he 
won the 1984 Grand 
National on Hallo 
Dandy on whom he had 
finished fourth in the 
previous year’s race.

quarter of the population 
has been lost in the last 
10 years. 

The evidence is very 
strong that hedgehogs 
are in trouble and 
hedgehogs were declared 
a priority conservation 
species in 2007. 

Perhaps, if the verges 
have to be cut, only a 
narrow strip near the 
kerbs could be cut 
everywhere in the Vale, 
leaving a larger uncut 
area up to the hedges. 

I may be wrong, of 
course, but do other 
readers think that this 
could be a win-win 
policy for the council 
and our wildlife?

“I have nothing to offer but blood, toil, 
tears and sweat... We have before us an 
ordeal of the most grievous 
kind... months of struggle and 
suffering...You ask what is our aim? I 
can answer in one word... It is 
VICTORY!” 

T HE famous words, of course, are 
Winston Churchill’s - addressed 
to the House of Commons on 
taking over as wartime Prime Minister 
on May 13,1940 - but they have found a 
sporting resonance in the fearsome 
training regime imposed by Wales’ head 
coach Warren Gatland on his squad of 
47 young hopefuls for the Rugby World 
Cup over the summer months. 

“Horrendous ”... “Brutal ”... “Savage ”... 
“Manic”... “The hardest thing I’ve ever 
had to do”... 

These were just some of the wry comments 
wrung from players who admitted they have 
been tested almost to breaking point, both 
physically and psychologically, on the rarified 
heights of Switzerland and energy-sapping, 
searing heat of Qatar - as well as more

familiar icy torments back home in their Vale 
Resort boot camp! 

“It’s all about taking players out of their 
comfort zone, trying to do things a bit different, 
and pushing them right to the limit”, says the 
no-frills ex-All Black hooker - a view 
endorsed by his equally blunt-spoken 
lieutenant, Shaun Edwards, a formidable 
rugby league warrior in his own right. 

Both men are cut from the same unashamed 
winner’s cloth in a shared driven need for 
success, with world rugby’s ‘holy grail’ the 
immediate focus of their ambition; hence the 
unprecedented pain inflicted on the players as 
the tournament draws near. 

The extra motivation is understandable 
given the Welsh camp’s continuing bitterness 
over the controversial red card dismissal of 
skipper Sam Warburton for an illegal, though 
unintentional tackle, in the 2011 RWC semi¬ 
final in New Zealand, which many observers 
had felt merited just 10 minutes in the ‘sin 
bin’. 

Not only did it result in a one-point (9-8) 
loss for Wales against a misfiring France, but 
undoubtedly cost Wales a deserved place in 
the World Cup final, where the acknowledged 
form team in the championship would have 
been strongly fancied against strangely- 
stuttering All Blacks, who in the end could 
only scrape to the title with an edgy one-point 
(8-7) win over the French. 

Four years on, the painful memories still 


burn deep, but are being used as a positive in 
the Welsh camp, with Edwards admitting: 

“ We’re all still a little bitter from the last one. A 
controversial refereeing decision took our 
dream away from us, but I’m thankful to have 
another chance .” 

Gatland recalls: “ We had a very young team 
in 2011. We went there with huge confidence in 
our preparation and it was gut-wrenching to 
lose in the semi- final...We came away from 
there feeling very unfulfilled ... But we went on 
to win a Grand Slam” (in 2012) “and some of 
the players also won a Lions’ test series ” 
(against Australia in 2013). 

Both players and coaches are adamant that 
the intense physical and mental preparation 
for RWC 2015 has been “« step up from 
2011”, with tough drill sergeant Edwards 
insisting: “ The good thing is that with the 
players having been through all this, if there’s 
an injury, we know others will be ready - and at 
the level of fitness we require .” 

Fitness, though, cannot be the end of the 
story, with other leading nations also giving it 
the same high priority, as Edwards is quick to 
point out: “ Conditioning is one thing - but 
we’re actually a rugby team. The best team will 
win the Rugby World Cup - not just the fittest ”. 

Soon the 47 players who have been put 
through the mill will need to be cut to 36-38 
and subsequently pruned down to the 31- 
strong RWC squad that will go into battle for 
Wales when the tournament finally kicks off 


on September 11. 

It is not a task that Gatland is relishing: 

“When you’ve seen players put as much in as 
some of these individuals have, it’s the hardest 
thing to do. I find it very hard” (to tell them 
they have not made the cut). 

That onerous task began this week with the 
selection of the team to face Ireland at 
Cardiff’s Millennium Stadium on Saturday, in 
the first of three so-called ‘friendly’ fixtures, 
in the run-up to the tournament proper next 
month. 

With little concrete to report, the ever- 
fixated Welsh sporting media has excitedly 
seized on any morsel of ‘news’ emanating 
from the Welsh camp, and has amused itself 
for weeks by endlessly speculating on which 
players were likely to be in or out of the final 
mix. 

Inevitably, the new-look team including 
four new caps announced on Tuesday, will be 
scrutinised for clues as to the Kiwi’s thinking, 
though it is doubtful if anything substantial 
can be construed from the experimental 
shake-up at this early stage of the campaign. 

While a win is always the primary objective 
in any sport, on this occasion the outcome is 
likely to be rather less important than what 
can be gleaned from individual performances. 

In this context, therefore, it will be a useful 
early marker of Wales’ strength in depth and 
is a genuine opportunity for less established 
‘fringe’ players to remind the coaches of what 
they too can offer at this level. 

Among others, it will be particularly 
interesting to see if restored half-backs, James 
Hook and Mike Phillips, can seize this rare 
chance to impress and clinch a World Cup 
spot.
